; Supply of Locumtenents. 

The British Medical Bureau, from indications obvious both 
at the Head Office in London and at the Manchester and 
Newcastle-on-Tyne branches, warns us that the perennial 
dificulty of providing locumtenents at the peak of the 
holiday period may well be greater than ever this year. 
The influence of school holidays on the date of the practi- 
tioner’s vacation is obvious, but there are doctors who can 
arrange to take their annual leave in June or early July, 


and if they desire deputies for their practices they will be 
more readily and satisfactorily served in this earlier period. 
It is not generally appreciated that the number of students 
graduating is at present below the normal, and that the 
locumtenent market suffers from the same fundamental 
causes as create difficulty in the recruitment of the services, 
both Crown and civil. 


A Way of Benefiting the Medical Charities. 

Medical men, and particularly those in consulting 
practice, are often asked to advise or treat colleagues 
and their families, and, in accordance with an old-standing 
custom of the profession, usually decline to accept a fee. 
There are, however, many occasions on which the patient 
is very anxious to show his or her gratitude, and the 
Charities Committee of the British Medical Association 
wishes to suggest that on such occasions a custom which 
is known to be followed by a number of medical men 
should be adopted—namely, that the recipient of the service 
should be encouraged to make a donation to one of the 
medical charities, either in his own name or in the name 
of the colleague who has performed the service. The 
Charities Committee believes that in this way an appreciable 
amount might be added to the funds of the medical 
charities, which are always in great need of help.

Meetings of Branches and Divisions. 


Catcutta Brancn. 
A meeTING of the Caleutta Branch was held on April 12th in the 
School of Tropical Medicine and Hygiene, Caleutta, when Major 
G. Suanks, I.M.S., was in the chair and twenty-four members 
were present, 

Lieut.-Colonel Sir Frank P. Connor, I.M.S., presented three 
cases of considerable surgical interest. The first was that of a 
small child with a neoplastic condition of the tongue, which con- 
sisted of a mass of naevoid tissue and involved also the floor of 
the mouth, the cheeks, and the base of the skull, so that the 
tongue protruded from the mouth. Treatment consisted in 
ligaturing the projecting part of the tongue and the application 
of diathermy; the tongue could then be accommodated inside the 
mouth and the child was relatively comfortable. 

The second patient was a middle-aged man with aneurysm of the 
arch of the aorta. On admission the dilated aorta projected three 
to four inches above the general level of the chest wall; there was 
erosion of the upper ribs, and tie soft tissues covering the 
aneurysmal sac were thinned out, red, and oedematous. As a 
last resort a ~~ was raised from the chest wall, the base of the 
flap being roughly along the left mid-clavicular line. A careful 
dissection of all the tissues down to the wall of the sac was then 
made, and a sterile perforated zinc plate 7 in. by 5 in. was 
inserted and tied to the ribs. Fourteen days later the centre 
of the portion of skin covering the plate became white, and 
underwent aseptic necrosis. The plate itself was removed fout 
months later, when it was found that the sac of the aneurysm was 


covered by a thick mass of granulation tissue, inhibiting any 
forward projection. The speaker said he did not know of any 
case of a similar degree of severity in which life had been saved. 
Two additional features of interest in this case were the absence 
of signs of pressure on the structures in the posterior mediastinum 
and the presence of a consistently negative Wassermann reaction. 

The third case was that of a young man admitted to hospital 
with a history of intermittent pain in the umbilical region and 
occasional attacks of vomiting of three and a half years’ duration: 
A previous exploratory laparotomy had revealed a massive tuber- 
culous infection involving all the structures in the neighbourhood 
of the ileo-caecal valve, including the proximal portion of the 
large bowel. The caecum had been removed, and the two ends 
of the bowel had been brought through the abdominal wall and 
sutured to a Paul’s tube. The gravity of the patient’s condition 
precluded at that time any further operative treatment. When 
the patient came under the speaker’s care the end of the large 
bowel had retracted from the abdominal wound. On opening the 
abdomen there was found a dense mass of adhesions in the neigh- 
bourhood of the previous operation zone completely obscuring 
the normal relationship of the parts; all the lymph glands in 
the neighbourhood were caseous. Ultimately the hepatic flexure of 
the colon was dissected out, and an end-to-side anastomosis was 
made with the cut end of the ileum. The patient had made a 
remarkable recovery, his oniy remaining symptoms being colic! 
and flatulence if he was indiscreet in the matter of diet, The 
case was of interest as demonstrating the very. extensive patho- 
logical changes that had taken place without a fatal issue go 

In the subsequent discussion the CHatrMan asked whether in t 
second case there was any sign of extension of the aneurysm in 
any other direction, and Dr. E. Muir inquired whether the last 
case was now afebrile. 

Sir Frank Connor, in reply to the chairman, stated that he 
could find no evidence that the aneurysm was extending’ in an 
direction; with regard to the last case the temperaiure 
remained within normal limits for a considerable time. 

Lieut.-Colonel R. Knowtes, J.M.S., read a most interesting 
paper on the world incidence of malaria. In his opinion there

Dorset Division was held at the Antelope 
Hotel, Dorchester, on May Ist, to discuss the Local Government 
ee those present were Dr. Robinson, the county medical 
officer of health, and Dr. Rees, vice-chairman of the Division, and 
a member of the Dorset County Council. Dr. Primnam, the 
honorary secretary, explained the clauses of the Local Government 
Act that concerned the profession, and also the policy of the 
Association as outlined in the Report of the Council for 1929, 
with special reference to Appendix 12. 

The following resolution was carried unanimously : 

That it is the opinion of the West Dorset Division, British Medical 
Association, that it is the most suitable body to represent the 
medical profession in Dorset in any representations to the Dorset 
County Council in connexion with the Local Government Act, 1929. 

‘Copies of the above resolution were directed to be sent to the 

Council of the Association and the Branch Council, and also to 
all non-members of the Association residing in Dorset. It was 
decided to invite all members of the Association residing in 
Dorset, but outside the area of the Division, to al] meetings when 
the Local Government Act might be discussed, and to invite such 
members to elect two members to the Divisional Executive. It 
was further decided that a deputation from the Division should 
wait upon the county council at a convenient time to be decided 
by the Divisional Executive. The following were appointed as the 
deputation : chairman, honorary secretary, representative in the 
Annual Representative Body, medical members of the county 
council, also Drs. Le Fleming, Horion, and MacCarthy, with power 
io add to their number. It was agreed to accept the policy of 
the Association as set out in the Annual Report of Council, 
and in Appendix 12 thereto. . 

A discussion took place as to the commiitee to be formed to 
represent the hospitals for Dorset under the Act. It was unani- 
mously resolved that the Division should be associated wiih any 
such committee, and should urge the Council of the Association to 
ensure this in any negotiations with the British Hospitals’ 
Association.

Tue annual meeting of the South-Eastern Counties Division was 
held in the Railway Hotel, Newtown St. Boswells, on April 24th.

The Secretary submitted a circular letter on the Local Govern- 
ment Bill from the Scottish Medical Secretary, with a list of the 
new health authorities, and the corresponding branches and 
divisions and the medical population, together with a further 
letter from Dr. Drever, dated April 17th. Dr. Drever pointed 
out that the health powers possessed by the future health 
authorities would be comprehensive, and that in the formation of 
a scheme it was important that professional opinion should make 
itself felt; the question arose whether the Association’s present 
machinery in Scotland was capable of improvement for the pur- 
pose. He stated that the ideal arrangement would be to have 
a Division of the Association corresponding to each of the new 
authorities, but, as that would mean four Divisions instead of 
the present South-Eastern Counties Division, it was felt that 
this would practically destroy the whole value of the Association. 
It was accordingly decided unanimously that the South-Eastern 
Counties Division should remain unchanged. No change in the 
Branch also was recommended. 

A further letter from Dr. Drever was read, dated March 30th, 
on the scale of salaries. It was agreed to reply that the South- 
Eastern Counties Division had passed a binding resolution on 
January 20th, 1926, but that it was considered, in view of the new 
Local Government Bill, by which the number of health authorities 
was reduced from over 1,000 to 56, that the Scottish Secretary 
should take means to bring before these authorities the minimum 
scale of salaries adopted by the British Medical Association. 

Dr. Otiver informed the meeting that Dr. Page had resigned 
from the educational side of his appointment, and that it was 
not unlikely that the education authority might attempt to 
appoint a school medical officer at a remuneration under the 
minimum scale. 

The Secretary intimated that Dr. Norman Fairfax would be 
next year’s chairman of the Edinburgh Branch, and that as the 
annual meeting this year would be held in Innerleithen on June 
19th, he had invited the members to tea. 

The secretary read the paragraph in Dr. Cox’s circular letter | 
of April, 1929, regarding ophthalmic benefit, and the keenness of 
sight-testing opticians to obtain State recognition. He stated 
that it did not seem that the ophthalmic service was of very much 
use in the area. It was agreed that the two practitioners on 
the ophthalmic panel should consider the whole matter and report 
at an early meeting of the Division.

Dr. Doutuwaite gave a most interesting and instructive paper on 
the symptoms and treatment of blood pressure. The paper led 
to a long discussion, and the mecting was a great success. 

Dr. G, T. Bidwood was elected chairman of the Division, and 
Dr. D. A. Davies was elected honorary secretary. 


LANCASHIRE AND CHESHIRE BRANCH. 
A science meeting of the Lancashire and Cheshire Branch was held 
on the invitation of the Liverpgol Division on April 18th, the 
programme consisting of a series of short papers. 

Dr. Dincwatt Forpyce read a paper on the care of rheumatie 
children; this was published in the Journal of May 25th (p. 946). 

Mr. Rosert Kennon read a short paper on cystic conditions of 
the jaws, dealing mainly with the iasidious onset of dentai cysts 
and emphasizing the need for complete removal of the lining 
membrane and sufficient bony wall to prevent recurrence and 
persistence of deformity. Lantern slides were shown illustrating 
the larger cysts and other dental problems. 

Dr. R. E. Roserts contributed a paper on the present position of 
wv rays in abdominal diagnosis. After briefly referring to the 
improvements in technique of abdominal s-ray examination whieh 
had taken place in the past ten years, he stressed the necessity for 
regarding the information derived from sueh an examination as 
only a link, usually a very important one, in the chain of evidence 
which resulted in the making of a complete diagnosis. He then 
gave a rapid demonstration with lantern illustrations of the main 
radiological features of various abdominal conditions, indicating in 
each case the degree of reliance which could be placed on the 
radiological diagnosis. He also drew attention to the fact that 
while modern improved technique resulted in more data, being 
obtained, accurate radiological diagnosis had become more difficult 
owing to the efforts which were now being made to demonstrate 
pathology at an earlier siage than hitherio. 

Dr. Howet Evans, iu a noic on the blood in some haemorrhagic 
conditions, emphasized the importance of the examination of the 
blood as a_ means of differential diagnosis in cases of haemorrhagic 
disease. He pointed out that the present knowledge of these con- 
ditions was extremely scanty and that the tests available to the

clinical pathologist likewise left much to be desired. The different 
tests and their interpretation were described. The necessity for 
clear distinction between haemophilia and purpura was stressed; 
in the latter condition the relative importance of the platelets and 
the capillary endothelium was briefly discussed. In the immediate 
treatment of cases of serious bleeding, Dr. Evans urged blood trans- 
fusion in preference to the use of proprietary haemostatics, and 
also briefly touched on the treatment of purpura haemorrhagica by 
splenectomy.

LancasHire AND CHESHIRE Branci : Warrincton Division. 

A scrENnTIFIC meeting of the Warrington Division was held in the 
Infirmary on Friday, April 19th. Dr. J. 8. Manson occupied the 
chair, and there was a very good attendance of members. 

Dr. C, Paitie Brentnatt, M.C., read a paper on abortion, and 
discussed the more important points in the etiology. Syphilis, 
_ often placed first in the list of causes, he considered as almost 
negligible, especially in the etiology of early abortion; he held 
the same view with regard to maternal toxaemias and general 
diseases. The most important factors were injury to the attach- 
ments of the ovum, including under this heading self-induced and 
criminal abortion, and developmental abnormalities. The great 
‘frequency of criminal abortion was mentioned. Cases with no 
other symptoms or signs except haemorrhage should be first 
treated as threatened abortion, but palliative treatment was often 
continued too long. When a patient continued to bleed after ten 
days or a fortnight of absolute rest in bed abortion should be 
regarded as inevitable. For emptying the uterus it was preferable 
to adopt the slow method whereby the uterus was stimulated to 
expe! its contents itself rather than to dilate the cervix forcibly 
and remove the contents. The method of use of the small hydro- 
static rubber bag and its advantages were described. The ques- 
tion often arose whether an early abortion was complete or other- 
wise; the frequency with which retention of products of conception 
in such cases occurred was so great that early exploration of the 
uterus was advisable, since it shortened the convalescence, and the 
knowledge that a uterus was empty was of great vaiue if the 
convalescence became febrile. It -was dangerous to curette a 
septic uterus, 

r. J. S. Manson showed two cases of pseudo-hypertrophic 

geselye®, and detailed the pedigree of the family by diagrams, 

he patients were two boys, aged 7 and 11, and first cousins. 
The younger of the boys had an elder brother who was affected 
and died at the age of 15. These three were the only cases known 
in three generations. The patients exhibited the characteristic 

ait, posture, and the movements on rising from the floor described 
c Gower, also the extreme laxity of the trunk and scapular 
muscles when lifted by the axillae. normal brother performed the 
movements at the same time, thus demonstrating the difference 
between the normal and the pathological. 

Both papers were freely discussed, and cordial votes of thanks 
were accorded to Drs, Brentnall and Manson.

Mefropouitan Counties Brancu: CaMBERWELL Drvision. 
A meetTiNG of the Camberwell Division was held at St. Giles’s 
Hospital, Camberwell, on April 16th, when the chairman of the 
- Division, Mr. E. W. G. Masterman, presided. 

Mr. T. G. Stevens gave an address on the uses of radium in 
gynaecology. He briefly surveyed the historical aspect, and 
expressed the opinion that the use of the knife in the treatment 
of malignant disease of the vterus was practically doomed. He 
considered it probable that the ultimate cure lay in the use of 
injections on similar lines to those of lead now being tried. Com- 
menting on the physical action of radium, Mr. Stevens explained 
that this element evolved a heavy gas-radon. The disintegration 
of this gas gave rise to three classes of rays—a, 8, and y. The 
harmfui 8 rays were cut off by the use of lead or platinum, while 
the y rays were able to pass unchanged through lead and the 
tissues of the body. Two classes of cases were being treated with 
radium: (1) Women nearing the menopause suffering from menor- 
rhagia due to a Jarge subinvoluted uterus; excellent resulis had 
been obtained in this class after a single applieation of twenty-four 
hours. (2) Malignant disease of the uterus. Radium appeared to 
have a selective action on cancer cases if they fell within the 
radius of its activity, Care must be exercised during treatment 
and blood examinations be made, owing to the destructive action 
of radium on leveocytes. <A special difficulty was the effective 
treatment of pelvic glands, especially those at the junction of the 


internal and external iliac arteries. _There was danger in placi 
radium within the pelvis on account of the great liability of ti 
rectum and small intestine to injury, but with the improved tech. 
nique this was being overcome. The paper was highly appreciated 
by those present, and a very hearty vote of thant was accorded 
to the lecturer. 


The annual meeting of the Camberwell Division was held at 
St. Giles’s Hospital, Camberwell, on April 30th.

He easily succeeded in sustaining the 
high degree of excellence which was expected after his addresg 
of last year, and a hearty vote of thanks was accorded to him, 


Metropouitan Counties BrancH: WILLESDEN Diviston. 
A ciinicaL meeting of the Willesden Division was held on April 
17th, at the Willesden General Hospital, when Mr. Duncan C, L, 
FirzwittiamMs gave an address on the role of radium in the 
treatment of malignant disease, : 

Mr. Fitzwilliams foretold the time when radium would exclude 
the knife in malignant disease. The x rays had, he said, prac. 
tically failed in this connexion. The lecturer explained the 
characteristics and methods of use of radium, and _ illustrated 
his address by an exhibition of needles, seeds, and tubes for the 
storage of the element. Radical operations in early cancer of 
the breast were efficacious, but were needlessly mutilating; 
radium was just as certain in its results, and led to no functional 
disability. In advanced cases, however, radium often disseminated 
the growth and did not cure. In primary cancer of the breast, 
in epithelial growths generally, and more particularly in cancer 
of the tongue and cervix, radium was certain in its action, 
Cancer which had spread in lymphatics, and the secondary 
cancers which followed this extension, were very difficult to cure, 
though the technique in the application of radium to these con- 
ditions was being worked out and was constanily progressing, 
Many photographs were shown illustrating the remarkable benefits 
of radium in gta | the primary growth. The. -lecturer 
remarked that if the public came to realize the possibilities. of 
radium they would present themselves in the early stages of the 
disease and not hide their condition until too late, as was often 
the case now from fear of the knife. Mr. Fitzwilliams’s con- 
clusions were that early cancer should be treated by radium alone, 
and later cancer by radium combined with radical operation; 
metastases should be treated by radium. He foretold the gradual 
disappearance of the radical operation for the tongue, rectum 
uterus, skin, pylorus, and bowel when the use and application of 
radium were more fully understood. 

An interesting discussion followed the address. A vote of thanks 
to Mr. Fitzwilliams for a most enlightening and practical descrip- 
tion of the present position in regard to the application of 
radium’ in surgery was moved by Dr. C. F Scott, seconded 
by Dr. G. Freeman Heat, and passed unanimously.

Mr. WarterFieELD showed an abnormal swelling in a woman, 
aged 81; there was a smooth, rounded, painless lump in the right 
upper quadrant. It had increased in size to 4in, by 3 in. in six 
weeks, since first noticed. Needling revealed no fluid. The swelling 
was found to be extraperitoneal, and adherent to the rectus sheath. 
Diagnosis : lipoma, Dr, Hannay showed charts, history, and post- 
mortem specimens from a woman who had suffered from spinal 
caries of the fourth and fifth dorsal vertebrae. A large abscess 
of the posterior mediastinum was found to have perforated the 
right pleura, and to have communicated with a right lung abscess, 
The right lung was the seat of acute phthisis, and the left base 
similarly affected. Dr. CLement Wetts showed a child with biped 
webbed fingers on both hands. There was a history of four 
generations of similar deformities in the family. Mr. Wurretocke 
read notes and demonstrated,a es from a recent case, a man 
aged 54, in which a calculous gall-bladder had been removed after 
spontaneous perforation producing peritonitis, and simulating a 
perforated duodenal ulcer. The patient had also suffered from 
asthma and bronchitis, and was convalescing well. 

The United Dairies factory in Banbury was afterwards inspected 
by about twenty members and their wives. The processes of 
cheese-making and cold storage, and the cleansing, testing, and 
disposal of milk into large motor tanks for transport were 
explained. The members afterwards took tea at the dairy, and 
were presented with samples of the company’s products. Mr. 
Bevers expressed the gratitude of the Division for a very enjoyable 
demonstration,

GENERAL COUNCIL 


MEDICAL EDUCATION AND REGISTRATION. 


SUMMER SESSION, 1929. 


THe one hundred and twenty-ninth session of the General 
Medical Council opened on Tuesday, May 28th, at Hallam 
Street, London, W., Sir Donatp MacAristEr, Bt., K.C.B., 
in the chair. 

PREsIDENT’s ADDRESS. 

Sir Donarp MacAttster addressed the Council as follows : 

GENTLEMEN,—A former colleague, Sir Bertram Coghill 
Alan Windle, F.R.S., who sat for Birmingham University 
from 1900 to 1905, and for the National University of 
Ireland from 1914 to 1920, when he migrated to Toronto, 
has passed away since last we met. He will be remembered 
in this country and in Canada as an able administrator, 
an accomplished anthropologist and anatomist, and a lucid 
philosophic writer. 

Our actual membership remains unchanged, although, as 
in another sphere, a quinquennial election in England, 
Scotland, and Ireland is looming near. Four Direct 
Representatives will fall to be chosen by the registered 
practitioners of the several divisions of the country before 
we meet again in November. The Executive Committee has 
already been considering the most convenient dates for 
these several elections, subject to the limitations prescribed 
by the statute. Recent legislation has provided that for 
the purposes of this election the registered practitioners 
of the Irish Free State and of Northern Ireland shall, 
as heretofore, vote as a single constituency. The unity of 
the medical profession in Ireland has in this respect been 
preserved. 

I have to record that since our last meeting the Scottish 
Board of Health, with which, as with the English Ministry 
of Health, we have long and happily maintained relations 
of mutual helpfulness, has by Act of Parliament been 
dissolved. Its place has been taken by the differently 
constituted Department of Health, under the Secretary 
of State for Scotland as Minister. With the new Depart- 
ment we have already established cordial co-operation, and 
I feel confident that we may count on its goodwill and ready 
service. 
: Indian Medical Degrees, 

The question of our relations with the Government of 
India, of which I spoke with some hopefulness in November, 
has not yet reached a satisfactory settlement. The bill for 


the establishment of an All-India Medical Council, to exer- 


cise central supervision over professional matters affecting 
the whole country, as distinct from the several provinces, 
has made little progress. The appointment of a Govern- 
ment Commissioner of Medical Qualifications and Standards, 
though provided for by the existing law, and approved in 
principle by the Central and the Provincial Governments, 
has not yet been made. In the meantime the period for 
which recognition of Indian medical degrees for registra- 
tion at home was provisionally granted, pending the ap- 
pointment of such a commissioner, is fast running out. 
Reports on particular examinations by a series of separate 
inspectors appointed by the Government of India have been 
received, and will be duly considered by the Executive 
Committee. But they lack reference to any common 
standard comparable with our own, and they present 
evidence of-individual deficiencies in regard to methods of 
teaching and testing. That evidence convinces the Com- 
mittee that medical education and examination in India 
have not yet, in spite of notable advances, reached a level 
that can otherwise than provisionally be accepted as equiva- 
lent to what is required for registration in this country. 
It is earnestly to be hoped that the Government of India 
will not delay further the assumption of responsibility for 
the maintenance of such standards of professional qualifica- 


tion as may be acceptable both for the medical services - 
which deal with India as a whole, and also for purposes of - 


reciprocal recognition in countries outside of India. The 


present position is not satisfactory, and tends to place tlie" 


Council in a false. position, which it neither desires nor is 
willing to occupy. We have béén assured that an oppor- 
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tunity may be afforded for putting the views of the Council 
on this subject before Sir Jolin Simon’s Commission daring 
the next few months. [If so, the Executive Committec 
will consider what representation shall be made to the 
Commission. 

. New Zealand. 

‘The recent amendment of the Medical Act of New 
Zealand was referred to in my last address as raising the 
question of continued reciprocity with that part of the 
Empire. ‘The .Executive Committee referred the question 
through the Lord President to the Privy Council for 
advice. The Lord President informs us that the question 
of the precise legal bearings of the Dominion legislation is 
not yet clear. Pending further consideration, therefore, 
the agreement as to reciprocal recognition remains in 
operation. 

The Pharmacopoeia Commission. 

The Pharmacopoeia Commission established by the 
Council, at the instance of the Pharmacopoeia Committee, 
has been diligently at work, under the able chairmanship 
of Dr. Beddard. 

It reports that considerable progress has been made with 
the work of revision, and that satisfactory relations have 
been formed with the authorities of several of the divisions 
of the Empire concerned, The committee has appointed 
Mr. Charles Herbert Hampshire, M.B., Ph.C., to be secre- 
tary to the commission, and he will formally take up his 
duties on June 1st. Mr. Hampshire is doubly qualified, 
in medicine and in pharmacy, for this important office ; and 
his wide acquaintance with pharmacopoeial literature and 
research will enable him to render specially valuable service 
to the Council in this branch of its functions. 


Inspection of Qualifying Examinations. 

The last inspection of qualifying examinations was begun 
in 1919. Since then the Council has promulgated, and the 
licensing bodies have embodied in their regulations, a more 
precise and comprehensive statement of the conditions it 
deems necessary for a “ sufficient ’’ medical curriculum. 
Now that students who have fulfilled that course of study 
are qualifying for registration, it seems expedient to revive 
the cycle of inspections under the Medical Act, 1886. 
I understand that, as required by the Standing Orders, 
a joint recommendation from the Examination and the 
Education Committee will be laid before you, to the. effect 
that arrangements’ shall be put in hand for the appoint- 
ment of official inspectors, so that the work may be under- 
taken early in 1930. 

Meanwhile visitations, by members of the Council, of 
professional examinations throughout the country, are being 
actively carried on. The reports of the visitors indicate 
that they are everywhere courteously welcomed by the 
examining bodies. The reports have kept the Examination 
Committee well informed regarding the methods and 
standards in the several subjects followed by the univer- 
sities and medical corporations. 

In particular, I may mention the detailed and compre- 
hensive information, supplied by the several bodies, on the 
subject of present-day education in midwitery and gvnaeco- 
logy, which the Education Committee has been able to 
furnish to the Maternal Mortality Committee appointed 
by the Government. This information will be communi- 
cated to the Council for inclusion in the minutes. It wili 
also subserve the valuable purpose of making each of the 
bodies aware of the methods of the others in respect of 
obstetric training and examination, and so tend to the 
remedying of possible defects or the emulation of realized 
excellences. 

Although, having regard to the programme adjusted by 
the Executive Committee, | cannot promise that members 
will be free to return home in time to take part in the 
General Election, there is every prospect that our business 
will, without undue haste, be completed before Saturday. 
The Executive Committee, however, [ must summon to 
meet in July, in order to deal with matters concerning 
India and others. 

_A vote of thanks to the President was accorded on the 
motion of Sir Hoitsurt Warinc, seconded by Sir Norman 
Waker. 

The Council then proceeded to dental business.

Ophthalmic Treatment. 

Str.—Some weeks ago (Supplement, February 16th, p. 46) 
you published a letter from me in which I expressed the view 
that the requirement that insured persons should be obliged 
to call upon a dispensing optician in order to obtain a list 
of names of ophthalmic practitioners would give them unneces- 
sary trouble, and I suggested that a list of such practitioners 
might be kept with the medical list and displayed at the 
post offices. At the time of writing this, one did not imagine 
that the requirements would be such as to render ophthalmic 
benefit a dead letter as far-as a large number of insured 
persons are concerned. The scheme has now been put into 
operation in London, and as far as my own district (Kensington) 
is concerned it is farcical. The nearest dispensing optician to 
insured persons residing in Kensington, W.8. is at Acton, a 
journey of five or six miles each way having to be undertaken. 
For South Kensington, S.W.5, Fulham, 8.W.6. Chelsea, S.W.3, 
a personal visit to Tooting or Wimbledon, seven or eight 
miles each way. is necessary before the name of a_ local 
ophthalmic practitioner is obtainable. That insured persons. in 
London should be expected to make such long journeys for 
such a purpose is preposterous. These arrangements ave not 
likely to result in the successful operation of the ‘* B.M.A. cum 
dispensing opticians’ ’’ scheme for ophthalmic treatment. It 
is more likely to result in ophthalmic non-treatment. 

In my previous letter I suggested that all opticians—dis- 
pensing and ctherwise—if qualified, should he allowed to enter 
into the working of the scheme if it is to be a success. That 
my view was likely te be a correct one is now even more
